Giant pandas are bear-like in shape with striking black and white 
markings. The “Giant” Pandas are hardly "Giants". It would take 
about forty (40) giant pandas to weigh as much as one elephant Adult 
giant pandas have a length of 160 to 180 centimeters. The weight of an 
adult male giant panda is normally between 80 and 125 kilograms with 
males typically weighing about 10% to 20% more than females.. about 
the same size as the American black bear. However ; unlike the black 
bear, giant pandas do not hibernate and cannot walk on their hind legs. 

Giant panda bears have a massive head, heavy body, short tail, 
rounded ears and plant grade feet.

People often criticise zoos for keeping animals in unnatural 
conditions, where they are unhappy and exist just to attract 
visitors to generate profit. However, modem, wellmanaged 
zoos want to educate us about the issues like animal 
conservation, and to support breeding programmes all over the 
world.

The long-term goal of conservation is to encourage wild 
populations in their natural habitats. Planned breeding 
programmes provide a buffer in case animal numbers continue 
to drop in the wild.

* shorter showers are a no brainer. At the very least replace 
your shower head with a low-flow one.

The earliest known 
piece of literature in Iraq is the Epic of 
| Gilgamesh. Drama in Iraq, as 
everywhere, is greatly influenced by 
e types of drama that come from the 
i ^eks, the Romans and the 
Renaissance dramatists. For a long 
\ time these types of drama were not 
well known in Iraq. They came to Iraq 
\only in the late nineteenth century. 

, , y were ^tended to teach moral 
lessons in some Iraqi schools. These 
\ dramas are historical or deal with 
religious issues. Some plots are 
borrowed from ancient or foreign 
\ dramas, and of course do not deal with 
e real-life issues of Iraqis. The 
characters are very simple. When these 
\ plays were originally performed, there 
were no women actors. 

[in the. 1920s, drama moved beyond 
\ schools and began to be performed for 
the general public to remember great 
events or characters in the history of the 
Arabs. By the 1930s, pioneer Iraqi 
playwrights began to deal with the 
different aspects of life in Iraq. However, 
although drama grew in scope, it was not 
yet a major part of the cultural life in 
I lraq - Pe °P le at that time liked reading 
books of all types and poetry but very 
rarely went to theatres, of which there 
were very few. The Iraqi theatre was still 
in need of professional playwrights, 
actors and directors. The movement of \ 
theatre and drama in Iraq was mainly 
strengthened when the Institute of Fine 
Arts was established. Many great 
directors, actors and playwrights began 
to appear under the leadership of the 
renowned actor and director Haqqi Al- 
I Shibli, from 1945 onward. 
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Yaqoub Al-Ameen, jet far AI Sa’di, 
Khaleel Shawqi and Jassim Al-Uboudi 
were the great figures who appeared 
at that time. The first Iraqi acting 
group to study and receive 
professional academic training on 
drama was established by Ibrahim 
Ija&zZ, Badri Hasoon Fareed and Yousifi 
I M-Ani. Public interest in drama 
increased and the theatre began to 
I gain respect. At the same time women 
were able to appear on the stage, 
including Zainab, Azadouhi Samuel, 

I Zakiya Khalifa and Ndhida Al- 
| Rammah, Local issues began to be 
used for plots of plays that were loved 
| by the public. 

Today, there are actors directors 
and playwrights who have gained a 
high reputation within Iraq and 
beyond, like Qassim Mohammad, 
Saleem Al Basri, Owni Karoomi, 

| Adil Kadhim, Jawad AI-Assadi and 
Salah Al Qasab. These professionals 
have contributed significantly to the 
ongoing development of drama in 
Iraq.

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Jawad A l-Assadi 
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Jawad Al-Assadi is one of the best- 
known Iraqi playwrights, directors 
and actors. He was bom in 
Baghdad in 1947 and graduated 
from Baghdad Fine Arts Academy 
in 1972. He got his Ph.D. in Sofia, 
Bulgaria in 1983. He has spent 25 
years as an expatriate , living in 
various Arab countries . Al-Assadi 
fled the former regime. He returned 
after the fall of this regime, judging 
that the new nation would be more 
hospitable. Stunned by the brutality 
and panic among the Iraqi people, 
Al-Assadi moved to Beirut and 
established Babil Theatre. He now 
lives and works in Beirut. Most of 
his plays and other works are 
translated into English, French and 
Russian. In 2004 he received the 
Prince Claus Award for dedicating 
his work to freedom of cultural 
expression and thought both in Iraq 
and beyond. He has written many 
plays, among which are his two 
latest and most famous, dramas: 
Women in War and Baghdadi Bath. 
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Baghdadi Bath 
(Hamm am^aghdadi|^b^Jawad_ AI-Assadi 
Baghdadi Bath is a play about two Iraqi 
brothers who work as bus drivers on the 
route between Baghdad and Damascus, 
which is one of the world’s most perilous 
highways, Hostage-taking, stealing and 
executions are daily occurrences on their 
route. The persistent helplessness and 
suffering of the Iraqi people is embodied in 
their fttisforttuiGS iittdgtr both thg fbvtrigv 
regime and the American occupation. In 
the privacy of the steam room, they talk 
about their lives before and after the 
invasion, opening their hearts and 
exploring their repressed memories. It is a 
thoughtful picture of the everyday horror 
of surviving in a war zone. 

Ultimately, there is a tragic ending: the 
two brothers are victimized while 
transporting a political candidate back into 
| Iraq from Jordan. 

The play opens with two brothers, Majeed 
and Hameed in the bathhouse scrubbing 
each other and chatting about family 
matters. The first scenes are like a stand- 
up comedy routine, as Majeed talks about 
hts two wives mockingly and gives a rude 
definition of what the American phrase 
( thank you’ really means. 

I Much of the dialogue consists of the brothers 
cursing each other mostly about money; in 
| this way, Baghdadi Bath reflects a key 
national debate. Majeed, the more dominant, 
elder brother supports the Americans in a 
subservient way, while Hameed hates their 
presence in the country. 

| The play turns surreal when the brothers, 
both bus drivers, agree to transport an 
Iraqi politician from Amman, Jordan, back 
I to Baghdad. It is on this trip that Majeed 
and Hameed confront the American army. 

Mr Al-Assadi’s writing is full of metaphor, 
but there is also real emotion in some 
passages. In one, Hameed comes up with a 
new version of the traditional morning 
prayer, which evokes the terrible reality of 
daily life in Iraq: ( Good morning, 
explosions. Good morning, booby traps. 

Good morning, murderers and 
ambulances. Good morning, corpses 
lying on the pavement. *

My brother and I always go swimming 
on Wednesday evening. Afterwards, 
we’re tired and hungry, so we get fish 
and chips from a shop opposite the pool. 
Ifs quick mid convenient. You don’t have 
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to wait. You get a hot meal in five 
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minutes. And we eat them on the way 
home in the bus. The chips are a bit oily, 
but when you’re hungry, that’s OK . 
There’s no question that fast food is 
convenient and cheap, but many doctors 
and scientists think that it is unhealthy. 
In Europe and America today, 22% of 
children and teenagers are overweight. \ 
Doctors say that fast food is the problem. 
They claim it contains too much fat and 
too much oil. It also contains too much 
salt\ which makes people thirsty. This 
leads to another problem. The soft drinks 
like lemonade, orangeade and cola which 
are sold with fast food contain too much 
sugar. The result is that young people fill 
themselves with sugar, oil and fat, very 
little carbohydrate and protein, and no 
vegetables or fruit. 

Psychologists s ay that fast food can be bad 
for family life. They say that families suffer 
when teenagers are never at home at 
mealtimes. They say that families need to 
spend time together enjoying a meal 
Mealtimes are the time when the whole 
family has the opportunity to get together 
and talk about the events of the day. 

Environmentalists complain about fast 
food’s bad effects on the environment. It 
comes with plastic knives and forks, plastic 
cups and bottles and polystyrene or paper 
boxes. Many people throw these away 
without thinking and leave rubbish in the 
streets. On top of that, burning them causes 
extra pollution to the atmosphere. 

However, it is clear that fast food is not 
going to go away. How can we reduce the 
negative aspects of it? Firstly, for health 
reasons, we shouldn’t always eat the same 
fast food.

Did you know that rice is eaten by half the 
world? Every year about 600 million tonnes of it 
are harvested. Most of the world’s rice is grown 
in China, India and Indonesia. China produces 
,31%, India produces 20% and Indonesia 
produces 9% of the world’s rice. 

Rice has to be grown in warm, wet conditions. It 
takes between 110 and 200 days to mature. 

While it is growing, it needs to be kept wet. For 
| this reason, it is usually grown on flat land in 
places which have a long rainy season. It can 
also be grown near rivers that flood, such as the 

I Nile in Egypt. 

In most of Asia, the traditional methods of 
cultivating and harvesting rice by hand are still 
practised. Animals such as water buffalo are used 
to prepare the rice fields. At the same time, rice 
I seeds are planted in seedling beds. After 30 days, 
the small rice plants are moved to the rice fields. If 
it does not rain during the growing season, the 
land has to be watered by hand. In fact, it takes 
5,000 litres of water to produce just one kilo of rice. 

Rice is not always used as food. It is also used 
in traditional ceremonies. In Bali, Indonesia, 
they often put a little rice on banana leaves to 
be eaten by ghosts! In Japan, dry rice plants 
are placed over the doors of houses to keep 
| ghosts away. In India, rice is thrown at the 
bride and her husband at weddings. It is 
thought it will bring luck to the couple who are 
| getting married. This is also done at weddings 
in Europe and the United States. 

Because of Asia’s rising population, rice production 
has to be increased by 60% by the year 2020. The 
rice plant will therefore have to be improved. 
Scientists are trying to find a type of rice that can

different methods are being tised to improve rice 
seeds, including genetic engineering. Nobody is 
quite sure how many varieties of rice exist at the

Section g; The Tempest 

The Tempest: by William Shakespeare : 

William Shakespeare was bom in 1564 in 
Stratford-upon-Avon in the middle of 
England. As a young man, Shakespeare 
worked as an actor before becoming the most 
popular playwright of his generation. Today 
he is still the most famous dramatist in 
Britain, and indeed throughout the world. 

His plays are performed in every major 
language and his poetry has also been widely 
translated. 
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Tftc Tempest was written in 1610-1611. It was 
first performed at the Royal Court of King 
James, and later performed again to celebrate 
the marriage of his daughter, Elizabeth (later 
Queen Elizabeth I). It is often thought of as 
Shakespeare’s farewell to the stage, because it 
is probably the last play Shakespeare wrote by 
himself. (He is known to have written some 
plays with other playwrights such as Thomas 
Middleton and John Fletcher. 

The Tempest is a Renaissance comedy, but 
this does not mean it is simply funny. A 
comedy, at this time, is a play that can 
include humour but the important thing is 
that it ends happily - usually with one or 
more marriages for the main characters. 

The extract below is taken from Act I, Scene 
ii, in which Caliban argues with Prospero. 
Prospero is a magician, and the most 
I powerful person in the play. Caliban is his 
servant, and a dark and complex character 
often called a ( monster’ by the others. The 
fact that Caliban is a native of the island and 
the other characters are colonizers is a key 
theme in the play. In his first speech to his 
master, Caliban argues that Prospero has 
stolen the island from him. Caliban’s second, 
short speech is one of the most famous in the 
play and indeed in English literature.
